The problem of harbor protection - fire - etc,, was brought up.

and problems, 


Mr. Dunaway sought to clarify the relationship which would exist 
between any American technician and the Egyptian police mission now 
in Jidda, He stressed the fact that having technicians from different 
countries work on somewhat similar problems can create complications. 
For the good of all concerned, such must be avoided. The Saudis 
assured TCA that the Egyptian group would have nothing to do with any 
American technician. The former are here to work out certain procedures 
in traffic control. They have nothing to do with policy or over-all 
organization of this work, The (meriean technician vould be dealing 
with a different level of work and he would thus not be in contact 
with the Egyptians. 


Ali Janee) stated that he vas interested in obtaining creater 
assistance from TOA for his organization and inquired as to how to 
go about getting it. Mr. Dunaway explained at length TCA objectives 
noting the stress on technica) assistance for economic development. 
Hence, TCA worked primarily in education, health, agriculture, natural 
resources, etc. lie stated that he did not know of any instance where 
TCA was aiding in police organization, Such assistance would appear 
to be more closely associated with military aid due to its relation- 
ship to internal security.

While progress was made on certain projects already begun, no new under- 
takings of importance were started or project agreements signed during the 
month. 


The Aerial Survey company completed the photography contracted for in 
Western Saudi Arabla. This permitted the Railroad Survey field party to 
proceed according to schedule, It is expected that the Railway Survey 
report will be ready for presentation to SAG by August. 


Saudi Arab criticism o? the program became pronounced towards the end 
of March, This attitude was evident in the request by the Minister of Health 
that TCA withdraw its Health Division, as in Saudi opinion, nothing had been 
achieved, Currently, this matter is under discussion. Many factors go to 
make up this attitude. Anti-western leaders are taking advantage of - 
apparent weakness in the program to gain their objective of forcing TCA to 
leave Saudi Swabia. Despite a number of concrete achievements by TCA, 
there is a prevalent feeling on the part of the Saudis that the program is 
still a paper one and has not done what it set out to do. There is a Saudi 
tendency to overlook their own responsibility in slowing up program growth 
through dilatory tactics and lack of decision, As regards the Health 
Program, TCA/W's withholding approval of the Quarantine Station Project, 
previously given high priority by SAG, has undoubtedly caused the feeling 
to grow that TCA in Saudi Arabia does not intend to do work of fundamental 
importance for the country. This delay has greatly strengthened the hand 
of those who seek to discredit TCA locally. The Secretary General of the 
Health Department reported that Prince Abdul Le Feisal was influenced by 
statemen$s made by the Regional Director uf WHO to the effect that TCA had 
no worth while services to offer and is in fact not favorably disposed to 
assist in essential health programs, 


It is believed likely that SAG demands and pressure for large grants 
in aid will increase in the next several months, The enlarged program in 
Egypt and the extensive aid given to Israel serve to stimlate discontant. 
This undoubtedly will be a crucial period for TCA in Saudi /rabia,

The Agriculture program is in 9 critica) condition due in part to 
the lack of even one technical specialist in any of the basic fields of agri- 
culture and the fact that no projects have been undertaken to date, In 
Dr. Edens' opinion, the technicians are necessary for the drawing up of 
projects agreements and their prosecution, The El] Darb Rural Commmity Devel- 
opment Project is virtually at a standstill, To date, test wells have not 
located fresh water and others must be drilled. There is only one technician 
present to carry on work with farmers, Mr, Moon was with the drilling crew 
at El Darb and made studies of the farms, crops, methods of seeding, culti- 
vation, harvesting, insect pests, flora, etc. 


Dr. Edens held a number of conferences during the month with the 
Director General of Agriculture, 


A trip was made to Al Hasa in order to investigete the problem of 
housing for technicians in that Province. Studies were undertaken of the 
possibility of a land leveling project to demonstrate proper irrigation 
methods. However, to date, no projects have been presented by Dr. Edens 
for discussion with SAG, | 


The Agriculture Experiment Station at Hadda esh Sham was visited. 
This farm is currently neglected by the SAG Department of Agriculture although 
water and soil conditions appear to be good, 





Vadis Khulais and Asfan were visited in order to select well 
drilling sites near cultivable land. Soil studies and irrigation problems 
must be carried on before potentialities of these locations will be know.

Dr. Dolley reports that the School of Commerce has 125 
individual students enrolled, with a total of 2000 student hours of 
attendance; 1450 SR total fees were received during the last Arabic month; 
13 classes were in operation, with a total of 225 hours of instruction for 
the last Arabic month; the average daily attendance was 70% of total indivi- 
dual enrollment. lack of teachers and instructional mterial are still the 
greatest deficiencies.

The Classification Guide, in index form, to the new Tariff Schedule, 
settling the proper classification of approximately 2000 different types of 
commodities, was finally agreed to by the top customs officials. This work 
has been printed in Arabic and is being bound with the new "Tariff Ordinance 
of 1372". An English translation of the law and guide is being stencilled, 


Saudi Arabian officials announced that a Customs Ordinance 
drawn up by Hilmi Bey Jinani, an Egyptian Customs Advisor had been approved, 
The Sands officials did not consult with Mr. Kennedy on this matter despite 
the fact that the regulations mentioned above are poorly drawn and are in 
conflict with the new tariff lav, 


The Bill of Entry approved in December, 1952, has not yet been 
printed. SAG officials are supposed to be seeking a foreign printing 
establishment to do the work, No progress has been made relative to the 
proposal of Mr. Izgzidine for changes in the Customs Accounting System in 
Jidda. 


The present attitude of the customs officials as regards the 
customs regulations can, to a degree, be attributed to the wish of certain 
officials to undo the work of this Mission, It has been rumored that some 
officials even want to get rid of the new tariff law. Meetings with the 
officials are being held and it is hoped they may , be persuaded not to 
adopt the above-mentioned customs regulations and and Proceed with a plan 
more in accordance with the tariff law and local necessities, In part, 
this action of the SAG officials may be regarded as an attempt to discredit 
the work of this field group,

Supplementing Dr, Eden's report: According to my memory, when I 
asked Mr. Johnson if he was recommending that TCA and SAG scrap the 
agreement on community development at El Darb and, instead, TCA finance 
the FAO project at Gizan, several pegpsons began to speak at once, but 
among them Ba Harity said that the El Darb project involved morethan 
agriculture and since it was a pilot project to see what could be done 
in all-around community development, SAG had no desire to scrap the 
project but, on the contrary, was impatient at the delay; that what 
they were asking now was merely contributions of money to finance 
building of port facilities at Gizan and to share the cost of the special 
topographical mapping of the Gizan project, 


Ahmed Obaid spoke several times and at some length to the effect 
that the aerial photography and mapping should be paid for by TCA because 
Gizan is in the region which TCA had agreed to map. I replied that the 
type of aerial photography which TCA had agreed to do had already been done 
and that this had included the Gizan project; that the total sum appro- 
priated had been spent; that there was therefore no ground whatever for 
the suggestion that TCA is obligated directly or indirectly to finance the
